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Construction 
Still Booming

For the seventh straight month, 
more than $9 million in new con­ 
struction has been authorized by the 
city. 
Chief Building Official Ralph Shick 
said 211 permits were issued for 
$9,064,116 in construction during July. 
He noted that 178 of the permits 
were for single family residences 
valued at $8,173,440. Residential 
construction is up about 35 percent 
compared to June when 131 homes 
were begun. 
Home construction is down about 15 
percent compared to July of 1976 and 
25 percent comparing the years to 
date. In 1976, 1429 homes had been 
authorized by July 31, while only 1149 
have been approved this year. 
Shick points out, however, that 1976 
was an exceptional year. In 1975, only 
750 homes were built during the first

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Fuel Bill 
Assistance 
Available 
Aged, blind and disabled residents 
of Collin County may be eligible for a 
one-time payment on their fuel bills 
through the Energy Crisis Inter­ 
vention Program recently funded by 
the federal government. 
The program is intended to provide 
relief from unusually high fuel ex­ 
penditures during the record cold 
winter of 1976-77. 
Aimed at low-income elderly, blind 
and-or disabled persons, especially 
recipients of SSI (Supplemental 
Security Income), the program 
contains a limited amount of money 
which will go directly to the utility 
company either as payment for un­ 
paid bills or a credit on a paid-up 
account. 
Applications will be considered on 
the basis of greatest need or hardship 
and may be submitted through Aug. 
26. For best chances of consideration, 
however, applications should be made 
by Aug. 15 by calling Edith Henry at

In the past, the Sheriff noted, his 
office as well as other law en­ 
forcement agencies have recovered 
numerous stolen articles which can 
never be returned to the owner 
because of lack of proper iden­ 
tification. 
“ In 95 percent of all thefts, the 
owner cannot furnish proper make, 
model or serial number which is in­ 
formation vital to the recovery of 
stolen property,” Burton said. “The 
identification etching is a good crime 
prevention measure as in most cases, 
a thief will not take property which 


has been marked for identification.” 
Persons wishing to have their 
property marked will be visited at 
their homes by a deputy who will etch 
the identification number on such 
things as television sets, stereos, 
radios, CB’s and other valuables. 
The deputy will also record serial 
numbers of the property and of any 
guns that the individual may own and 
leave the listing for the property- 
owner so that he may have a per­ 
manent record in case of theft.

Texas Ranger Oral 
History Project 
Scattered throughout the state of 
Texas is a group of 40 men who have 
spent almost 700 years of their 
collective lives as Texas Rangers. 
Those men and the memories and 
facts they know from first-hand ex­ 
perience, are the resource that a 
newly organized oral history project 
will tap. The project, under the 
auspices of the Waco Department of 
Parks and Recreation and the Moody 
Foundation of Galveston, will consist 
of career-length memoirs of the in­ 
dividual 
retired 
Rangers. 
The 
memoirs will begin with taped in­ 
terviews and culminate in typed, 
bound transcripts. 
Alva Stem, director of Waco Parks 
and Recreation, said the results of the 
project will be stored in the Moody 
Texas Ranger Memorial Library in 
Waco’s Fort Fisher complex on the 
Brazos River. Information in the 
transcripts, he said, will be indexed 
for use by both national and Texas 
historians and those seeking 
in­ 
formation on ancestors. 
In addition to the 800 volume 
Ranger Library, the Fort Fisher 
complex 
also 
contains 
the 
H eadquarters for Texas Ranger 
Company F, the nationally known 


Texas Ranger Hall of Fame, a large 
camping area, and the Homer 
Garrison Memorial Museum. The 
later is named in honor of the late 
Homer Garrison, long-time director of 
the Rangers, and is among the largest 
collections of antique guns and law 
enforcement information in the 
nation 
The Texas Ranger Oral History 
Project began May 19 when 21 of the 
retired Rangers were interviewed at 
the first reunion of retired Rangers at 
the Ranger Hall of Fame 
Each 
Ranger was interviewed for ap­ 
proximately 30 minutes, including ten 
to 15 minutes on video tape. 
Several of the Rangers said they 
barely got started before their time 
was up 
“ Now what we need to do is have 
you’ll come down to my place and let 
me sit on my porch and then I can 
really let you know some things,” 
Capt A Y Allee of Carrizo Springs 
said Allee was a Ranger 38 years and 
worked in law enforcement nearly 50 
years 
Representing the fourth 
generation of Allees to serve in the 
Rangers, Allee's son has continued 
the family’s tradition in the Ranger 
Force. 
LeFetra Trimble, at 84 the oldest 
retired Ranger at the reunion, said he

Ford Wants to Forget 
Old Edsel’s Birthday 


DEARBORN, Mich. (UPI) — Mr. Henry Ford II regrets he is unable to 
attend. 
The celebration of the 20th anniversary of the Edsel, the ill-fated car 
named after his father, is one party the chairman of the Ford Motor Co. will 
skip 
“I guess there’s still a bad taste in his mouth when the Easel is men­ 
tioned,” said Milton Carle, a member of the International Edsel Club 
Some 200 members of the group and more than IOO Edsel cars gathered 
today in the shadow of the Ford Motor Co. headquarters to commemorate 
the birth of the car. They are dedicated to preserving the memory of the auto 
that has become the all-time American flop. 
“We tried to get some people from Ford to attend our threeday event, but 
they all said they were too busy,” Carle said “We picked Dearborn because 
... where else would we go?” 
Ford built 110,847 Edsels from 1957 through 1959 until the company was 
forced to kill the car. Surprisingly enough, 109,534 of them were sold 
about 
as many as should have been sold in a single year. 
The Edsel, billed as the luxury car of the future, carried a price tag of 
between $2,500 and $3,500. It was Ford’s answer to the mid-priced cars 
General Motors was offering. But its introduction at a time when Americans 
were turning to small cars for the first time proved a disaster 
Now Edsels sell anywhere from next to nothing to between $3,000 and 
$4,500 if they have been restored. 
Carle, a retired auto mechanic who owns three Edsels, does not think there 
is anything funny about the car. 
“The uneducated still laugh at it,” he said. “But it s as good a car as any 
on the road, actually better than a lot of cars they’re building now 
He said he has a 1976 automobile, “but I don’t drive it very much because 
I’d just as soon drive the Edsel. It’s a great car for cruising down a 
freeway.”

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did not know what he could 
say that would be of interest 
to any historians. 
However, after the 
in­ 
terview, during which the 
wiry veteran of West Texas 
border patrols gave details 
of Ranger operations in 
Texas’s “Big Bend” region 
and a colorful account of a 
Mexican bandit raid on a 
Texas Ranch, he admitted 
otherwise. 
“Well, all I did was tell 
them a bunch of stories 
about what I saw and what 
we did,” Trimble said. “ But 
I guess they’re stories that 
no one else is really left to 
tell. If they want all I can 
remember, I’ll be glad to let 
them have it. 
“ I’ll do anything to help 
the people of Texas know 
more about their Rangers,” 
Trimble concluded. 
Dr. Thomas L. Charlton, 
director 
of the 
Baylor 
University Program for Oral 
History and editor of the 
internation Oral History 
Association Newsletter, said 
a 
Ranger 
oral 
history 
project 
would 
provide 
historians with much needed 
information. 
“ Besides the obvious in­ 
formation they can give us 
about the events they par­ 
ticipated in and saw first­ 
hand,” Charlton said, “these 
men can also give us much- 
needed information on how 
the Rangers work on a day- 
to-day basis.” 
Charlton said the project 
will be of value because it 
will 
unearth 
“ simple, 
seemingly mundane facts” 
about the operation of the 
Rangers that are needed for 
a full, in-context view of the 
Rangers. 
“ Hopefully, this project 
will give us the practical, as 
well as the colorful, side of 
the Rangers,” Charlton said. 
“So little is known about this 


part of the Rangers, and 
historians need this in­ 
formation to fill gaps in the 
history of the Rangers and 
Texas.” 
Roger Conger, form er 
mayor of the city of Waco 
and a noted Texas historian, 
said the Texas Ranger Oral 
History 
Project 
could 
possibly extend to Texas law 
enforcement in general. 
Conger, who is a member 
of the executive committee 
of the Ranger Hall of Fame, 
said the retired Ranger 
project could serve as a 
nucleus for further projects 
to aid the Ranger library. 
“It’s going to be a won­ 
derful hat rack to hang our 
relationship 
with 
state 
historians on,” Conger said. 
“Ifs also the kind of project 
that is going to grow and 
strengthen our research 
relationship with the Moody 
Foundation in the years to 
come. 
Conger, who in the 1950s 
i n t e r v i e w e d 
s e v e r a l 
legendary Rangers who 
have since died, said oral 
history methodology has 
completely changed since he 
was introduced to the idea of 
interviewing 
to 
gather 
historical information. 
However, the intent is the 
same, he said. 
“We are still trying to 
store information for the 
future,” Conger said. “Ifs 
just that we can do it better 
now than we used to. This 
Oral History stuff gets more 
exciting to me everyday,” he 
concluded. “It’s potential for 
the Hall of Fame is endless.”

For example, in June the 
survey indicated that of the 
97.6 million men and women 
in the civilian labor force, 
90.7 million were employed. 
The nation’s unemployment 
rate was 7.1 percent, up 
slightly from the 6.9 percent 
rate in May but substantially 
below the recession peak of 
8.9 percent reached in the 
second quarter of 1975. 


Information supplied by 
people participating in the 
survey is kept 
strictly 
confidential by law and the 
results are used only to 
compile statistical totals. 


If you are 62 or older and 
would like a free, lifetime 
pass to those national parks, 
monuments and recreation 
areas which charge entrance 
fees, it is yours for the 
asking. 
The Golden Age Passport 
is issued free to citizens or 
permanent residents of the 
United States who are 62 or 
older and it 
admits the 
permit holder and any 
persons accompanying him 
or her in a single, private 
noncommercial vehicle such 
as a car. 
When entry into a park is 
not made by private car. the 
permit admits the holder 
and his spouse and children. 
How do you get a Golden 
Age passport? First, you 
may only obtain the passport 
in person. 
At the time you obtain the 
passport, you must show 
proof of age, which may be a 
birth certificate or a driver’s 
license that carries your 
birth date. If you have no 
proof of age, you must sign 
an affidavit attesting that 
you are over 62. 
The passport is available 
at almost all federal areas 
where it may be used, so it 
may not be necessary to get 
your 
passport 
before 
beginning your trip. But for 
further data on the Golden 
Age Passport, including the 
places where it may be 
obtained and where it may 
be used, write the National 
Park Service, P.O. Box 728, 
Room M-4, Santa Fe, N.M. 
87501. You’ll be sent a 
brochure that describes both 
the Golden Age and the 
Golden Eagle program. 
The Golden Eagle is for 
persons under 62 and is a 
little different. It also admits 
the permit holder and a 
carload of accompanying 
people, but it costs $10 and is 
good for only the calendar 
year. 
Those who plan several 
visits to Park System areas 
charging entrance fees may 
save by buying the Golden 
Eagle for $10 rather than 
paying individual entrance 
fees, which range from 50 
cents per person to $3 per 
car, at each area.

Stubborn coffee stain on rug 


POLLY'S PR O BLEM 


DEAR FOLLY — I upset a whole cup of instant cotter 
on mv carved beige living room rug and have tried 
several of the foam cleaners without success There is 
now a dark stain that seems to defy everything Fiease 
someone help me —L.S. 
DEAR L.S. — Of course, an old stain is much harder 
to remove than a fresh one and particularly so when 
many things have already been tried. One recommend;! 
tion is to sponge the stained area with a white unstarch 
ed cloth that has been wrung out of lukewarm water Let 
this be absorbed and repeat several times. Mix one leas 
poon neutral synthetic soapless detergent (such as 
advertised for the safe washing of line labricsl with 
one-half pint lukewarm water. Apply to stains with an 
eye dropper. Sponge with clean cloth as mentioned 
above and try not to extend beyond the stain. Blot with a 
damp cloth rubbing with the pile. Sponge again (several 
times) with another cloth that has been dampened with 
lukewarm water. Blot up as much moisture as possible.

We stayed in Canada about 70 miles north­ 
west of Montreal at a resort called Le 
Chateau Montebello. It was some swanky 
place. 
It was built in the 1930’s as an athletic 
center for rich folks to vacation at.
